End of a Life 


N London is published a weekly magazine called 

Horse and Hound, known to most of the horse- 
men in the British Empire and to many in other 
lands. It is about the size of a tabloid newspaper. 
The front cover is given over to advertising. It 
includes comment ranging from world affairs and 
speculation on eternal verities to the habits of the 
bumblebee and the workmanship on the railing 
around St. Paul’s. But for the most part it fol- 
lows the direction pointed by Whyte Melville’s 
line reproduced weekly on the cover: “I freely ad- 
mit that the best of my fun I owe to horse and 
hound.” 


To Thoroughbred horsemen Horse and Hound 
is an institution. Racing and breeding activities 
from many countries are reported by experienced 
writers. Until the war and the consequent short- 
age of paper caused a restriction in the size of the 
paper, there were voluminous, well nigh intermin- 
able reports of the activities of various hunting 
organizations, and though these affairs could 
hardly be said to be any of our business, we took 
an almost childish delight in running over these 
accounts of “fast spins with the Cotswold,” the 
“adventures of the Wye hounds,” and such, with 
their infinite gallops past Kimbolton Park, Chittle 
Grove, Wrenches and Hamilton Shaws, Cissbury 
Front, Dollerys Copse, Wasing Wood, Oaken Cop- 
pice, Rippon Tor, Kingshead Corner, Hamel Down, 
Fiddler’s Nap, Gipsy Brake, and Roffey Halt. 
Here was a satisfying picture of a great people. 

The editor of Horse and Hound called himself 
Audax, though his greatest audacity was to select 
winners for important races ahead. His name 
was Arthur F. B. Portman. For more than 45 
years he steered Horse and Hound upon its quiet 
and well charted course. He had “started racing” 
when he was 12 years old, back in 1873. He had 
seen every Derby since Silvio’s, in 1877. His vivid 
recollection ran back to 1875, when he saw Gal- 
opin go to the post for a match race at the “New- 
market Second Spring.” (“The colt, who can- 
tered to the post a dark bay, was so bathed in 
perspiration that I recall he looked almost a white

horse coming out of the Abingdon Mile Bottom.”’) 
He was a personal friend of most of the great 
sportsmen who were his contemporaries, and as 
he wrote their obituaries one by one through the 
years, he could usually begin with some kindly in- 
timacy which had marked their characters with 
an accuracy not permitted to an American chron- 
icler. 

We never saw this man or had a letter from 
him. But we came to have for him a regard that 
was virtually an affection. Just why we did so 
would be hard to say, for no such journalist could 
thrive in this country where the people in the 
street give the impression of being part of a relay 
team, but we suspect that it was this tranquility 
that made us love him. 

In him was none of that pell-mell fury of Amer- 
ican journalism to explode in one gasp the whole 
jumble of who, what, where, when, and how. 
When you read his story, it was as if he gave you 
a kindly greeting, asked you to have a comfort- 
able chair before the open fire, and went on cas- 
ually to tell you of the day’s events and of the 
long memories they brought him. He offered you 
cool, deep draughts drawn up from the well of his 
recollections. He rarely raised a finger to repri- 
mand or to point a moral, and never banged a 
table in debate. No violence was necessary. One 
understood him thoroughly. He was an English- 
man in England’s golden age. 

Year after year he went on at the same even 
tempo, with the same undemonstrative relish of 
life and work, the same steady thoroughness. In 
the latest issue of Horse and Hound to reach us 
he has made a painstaking reckoning of all the 
riding career of “Mr. Abingdon,” and has given 
an exhaustive memorandum on *Meddler and 
other horses owned by that unusual sportsman, 
pieced together in the midst of battle, to gratify 
a curious reader. 

To this almost reverential personification of 
sweetness and harmony and love of the good life 
an end has come, an end in cruel contrast to all 
that went before. A German bomb killed Audax. 

We wish we could hope to see another one like 
him.

Hawthorne 


HIS is the last week of the 28-day Hawthorne 
meeting, which closes the Chicago racing sea- 
son, as far as the mile tracks are concerned. 
Closing day is Saturday, October 5, and on the 
following Monday a 24-day meeting will begin at 
Sportsman’s Park. The Hawthorne meeting, while 
it could hardly keep up with the pace set by 
Washington Park and Arlington Park, has had a 
share in giving Chicago the highest-class racing 
season it has enjoyed for many years. 


Last Saturday’s stakes event, the new Autumn 
Handicap, was won by Charles S. Howard’s Advo- 
cator, the last of four horses bred by Joseph E. 
Widener to win stakes races last week, the other 
three being Misty Isle, Roman, and Bolingbroke, 
all at Belmont Park. A crowd which may have 
included more than 15,000 persons was out for the 
racing of September 28. 

Two $2,500 added stakes races, the Au Revoir 
and Speed Handicaps, will be included in the final 
day’s program at Hawthorne. 

The 32 days of racing at Fairmount Park, near 
East St. Louis, will close on Columbus Day, Octo- 
ber 12. Fairmount has plenty of $800 selling 
platers for its $500 purses, apparently is pros- 
pering. 


Advocator's Autumn Handicap 


Charles S. Howard, now in the midst of the 
most successful year of his phenomenally success- 
ful career as an owner of race horses, tried his 
Midas touch at Hawthorne last Saturday, Sep- 
tember 28, and picked up first money in a new 
stakes race, the Autumn Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 144, miles). Mr. Howard’s 
winner on this occasion was Advocator (126), 
which was conceding weight all round in the field 
of seven because he had won eight of his 15 races 
this year. Favorite at 11 to 10, Advocator was 
kept in the rear rank of the well bunched field 
during the early stages while Mrs. J. F. Waters’ 
Talked About (112) set the pace. Jockey J. Rich- 
ard then sent him up gradually, on the outside, 
and challenged the pacemaker as they rounded 
the last turn. Talked About, which had been 
going well within himself until this point, held on 
well, but was not good enough for the favorite. 
In the last three-sixteenths Mrs. Edward Haugh- 
ton’s Bob’s Boys (104), an In Memoriam gelding 
which had trailed the field for the first half-mile, 
made a strong effort and got up to finish second, 
a length behind Advocator, a head in front of 
Talked About, which had a length and a half ad-

Family particulars were published in THE 
BLooD-HORSE of July 13, page 39, after Advocator 
won the Stars and Stripes Handicap at Arlington 
Park. 


Stakes Closing 


Stakes blanks for three of the richest races of 
the 1941 season in Illinois, the Arlington Classic 
at Arlington Park and the American Derby and 
Washington Park Futurity at Washington Park, 
have been received in the office of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE and are available to horsemen. An adver- 
tisement in this issue sets forth the conditions of 
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these races, which close on October 15. The Clas- 
sic, which for the first time is open to nominations 
of 2-year-olds (in recent years yearlings have 
been nominated), has had a $10,000 increase in its 
added money and will be worth $40,000 in added 
money next year. The new conditions also in- 
clude prizes for the breeders of the first three 
horses to finish. 


Washington Park, whose management is co- 
operating closely with that of Arlington Park, has 
already made plans for a renewal of the $25,000 
added Washington Park Handicap, and has indi- 
cated that nominations for this event probably 
will close next June. | 


MARYLAND 


Havre de Grace 


HE 13-day meeting at Havre de Grace, open- 

ing the major fall racing season in Maryland, 
closed Saturday, September 28. Stout competi- 
tion from New York and New England has served 
to lower the average class of Maryland fields, but 
the $1,000 minimum purses at Havre de Grace 
have invariably attracted plenty of horses, and 
the meeting apparently prospered. The $15,000 
added Havre de Grace Handicap, feature of the 
final day, brought Challedon back to his home 
state, and his presence in the field served to scare 
out all but three other contestants. Challedon 
shouldered his 130 pounds and won easily. 

The further activities of Mr. Brann’s champion 
in Maryland this fall remain doubtful, but as Mr. 
Brann apparently is planning to have a go at the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Handicap next spring, it 
seems likely he may not race many times during 
the fall season. 

Maryland's longest single meeting, the 25 days 
at Laurel Park, opens Wednesday, October 2. In 
addition to the $1,000 minimum purses here, there 
are also numerous overnight races at slightly 
higher value. The Capital Handicap marks the 
first day, and the Richard Johnson Stakes for 2- 
year-olds will be run the first Saturday, Oc- 
tober 5. 


Challedon's Easy Victory 


Twice this year W. L. Brann’s famed Challedon 
has finished in the dust of other horses. In the 
Massachusetts Handicap Eight Thirty and Hash 
raised the dust, in the Narragansett Special Hash 
alone was ahead of him. But in the twenty-ninth 
running of the Havre de Grace Handicap ($15,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles), at Havre 
de Grace September 28, only three horses came 
out against Challedon (130), and neither of them

was close to the class of Hash or Eight Thirty. 
Mr. Brann’s colt was a 1-to-4 favorite. George 
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Woolf let Challedon follow the pace, sent him up 
gradually after passing the three-eighths pole, 
took the lead at the eighth-pole, and drew out to 
win by three lengths, despite the fact that he was 
taken under restraint in the last sixteenth. Mrs. 
A. J. Abel’s good campaigner Honey Cloud (110) 
was second, half a length in front of another 
capable veteran, Brandywine Stable’s Masked 
General (112). Saratoga Stable’s Volitant (108) 
was fourth, five lengths farther back. Time, :24, 
74835, 1:1245, 1:38, 1:50%5, track fast. Stakes 
division, $11,700, $2,500, $1,500, $1,000. 

Challedon has now won four of his six starts 
this year. In three seasons he has started 27 
times, won 17 races, finished second three times, 
third five times, unplaced only twice, and has 
earned $312,835, far more than any other horse 
now in training. He is much closer to Seabis- 
cuit’s world’s record earnings than Seabiscuit was 
at a corresponding period in his career. So Mr. 
Brann may have ideas. Family particulars were 
published in THE BLOOD-HORSE of August 10, page 
276, after his victory in the Hollywood Gold Cup. 


RHODE ISLAND 
Narragansett Park 


HE track at Pawtucket is now in the last week 

of its six-week meeting, which is assuredly 

a successful one. During the first 30 days of rac- 

ing a total of $11,185,777 was wagered, a daily 

average of $372,859. This indicates that the meet- 

ing is running about even with last year’s corres- 

ponding session, whose average was $383,651 over 

the entire meeting of 30 days, and which ended on 
September 16. 

The best races of the Narragansett schedule, 
the New England Futurity and the Narragansett 
Special, have already been accounted for. Last 
Saturday’s James C. Thornton Memorial Handi- 
cap drew a good field, and victory fell to the 
Texas-bred Liberty Flight, with the favorite, W. 
L. Brann’s Pictor, in third place after a slow 
start. One more stakes event remains on the 
Narragansett program, the $7,500 Governor’s 
Handicap, to be run on closing day, October 5. 

Monday and Tuesday of this week at the track 
were set aside as charity days, and the associa- 
tion, its employees, and the concessionaires will 
join in contributing to the fund which will be dis- 
tributed among various organizations in the State. 


Thornton Memorial 


While Challedon was at Havre de Grace to win 
the $15,000 added stakes race there last Satur- 
day, September 28, Trainer Don Cameron dele- 
gated Pictor, another of W. L. Brann’s sons of 
*Challenger II, to make an attempt on the James 
C. Thornton Memorial Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) at Narragansett 
Park. Pictor (3, 112) had acquitted himself well 
in his two most recent stakes races, finishing sec- 
ond to Jacomar in the Bay Shore Handicap at 
Aqueduct and second to T. M. Dorsett in the Fall 
Highweight Handicap at Belmont Park. He was 
accordingly made favorite for the Thornton Me- 
morial. But he made the mistake of being a little 
slow away from the gate and in the early stages 
of the race, and though he ran well in the stretch 
two others got to the finish ahead of him. These 
were W. F. Mannagh’s Liberty Flight (118) and 
Mrs. T. Christopher’s Doubt Not (116), both of 
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them already stakes winners in New England this 
year. The race was mostly between these two, 
and all down the home stretch they dueled des- 
perately. Liberty Flight maintained a narrow 
advantage all the way, and near the end drew out 
slightly to win by a half-length. Maurice Berger, 
on Doubt Not, lodged a claim of foul against the 
winner for crowding him in the stretch, but was 
overruled by the stewards. Pictor, making up 
ground rapidly when it was too late, got up to 
nose out Mrs. C. C. Winters’ Night Editor (114) 
for third place, a length and a half behind Doubt 
Not. The others were Dolly Val (116), Bill Farns- 
worth (116), Allegro (104), and Bright Trace 
(3, 103). Time, :2235, :4535, 1:11, track fast. 
Stakes division, $4,650, $1,000, $500, $250.

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Audax Dies in Air Raid 


Arthur F. B. Portman, 79-year-old editor of 
Horse and Hound, an internationally known Turf 
publication, has been killed in an air raid on Lon- 
don, it was revealed in personal and newspaper 
cables to the United States on September 23. 
First notice of Mr. Portman’s death to arrive in 
this country was in the form of a cable from 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, well known trainer, 
to William Woodward. Both Mr. Portman and 
his wife were killed in their home when a German 
bomb exploded. Mrs. Portman had been an in- 
valid for some years, and presumably was unable 
to leave her home for the protection of an air 
raid shelter. 


Mr. Portman’s pen name, Audax, had long 
been familiar to followers of the English Turf. 
He had been the editor of Horse and Hound for 
more than 45 years and was part owner of the 
publication. He had seen every running of the 
Derby since Silvio’s victory in 1877, and was 
probably more intimately familiar with the rac- 
ing of the intervening years than any other 
journalist. He thought that “the way racing is 
conducted nowadays is immeasurably better in 
every way than it was in my youth.” 


Audax attributed his love of racing to heredity. 
A great-grandfather, Thomas Thornhill, was a 
member of the Jockey Club and bred the Derby 
winners of 1818 and 1820, Sam and Sailor. His 
grandfather, Wyndham Portman, an ardent fol- 
lower of racing, was a great friend of the famed 
Admiral Rous. 

Despite his years and the hazardous conditions 
of London in recent weeks, Mr. Portman con- 
tinued his work at the offices of Horse and Hound 
until his death.

Belmont Park 


HE autumn racing season in New York reached 

an early climax last Saturday with the run- 
ning of the Futurity, the world’s richest stakes 
for 2-year-olds. The victory of Royce G. Mar- 
tin’s Our Boots, a late arrival in the front rank of 
juvenile stars, appeared to establish rather defi- 
nitely the leadership of the division, except for 
the Kentucky-owned Blue Pair, now waiting at 
Keeneland for all comers who wish to take him on 
in the Breeders’ Futurity. There is, however, 
some disposition to doubt whether Our Boots is 
better than Calumet Farm’s Hopeful winner 
Whirlaway. Trainer Ben Jones departed from his 
routine to the extent of letting Whirlaway, the 
day before the Futurity, step five furlongs down 
the Widener Course in less than 58 seconds, close 
to track-record time. A few observers have haz- 
arded the guess that Whirlaway left his race on 
the track, a guess that is borne out to some ex- 
tent by the fact that he slowed up in the late 
stages of the Futurity, as against his custom of 
putting in his best running at the end. 

Belmont Park’s week of stakes-studded pro- 
grams included several good drawing cards, but, 
as was the case at the spring meeting at the big 
course, the attendance and tote handle were not 
extra good in comparison with those at the other 
Long Island tracks. On September 25, when the 
weather was quite unpleasant, the attendance was 
5,336, the betting $379,365. Except for one day 
during the first week at Saratoga, it was the 
smallest attendance of the season in New York. 
But on most of the other days the play held up 
well, and on Saturday, with good weather prevail- 
ing, a crowd of 24,953 was in attendance (as com- 
pared with 17,047 on Futurity day last year) and 
the wagering reached $1,210,587. 

Alfred Vanderbilt, now chief policy-maker for 
Belmont Park, has attempted to shift some of the 
emphasis of the track’s great fall meeting from 
the Futurity to the new $50,000 added, 214-mile 
New York Handicap, which has displaced the 2- 
year-old test as the feature of the last day, Sat- 
urday, October 5. But apparently the New York 
Handicap will provide no comparison with the 
Futurity in its attractiveness to horsemen or to 
the public. The top horses will be missing from 
the distance test, including Challedon, *Kayak II, 
*Isolater, and Hash. A good field, however, is 
still possible. 

Also on the final day’s program will be the 
Champagne Stakes, for 2-year-olds. The Grand 
National Steeplechase, America’s most valuable 
jumping race, has been made the feature of the 
program on Friday, October 4. 


Bolingbroke's Manhattan Handicap 


The Manhattan Handicap is a race of consider- 
able background, having been among the numer- 
ous fixtures inherited by Belmont Park from old 
Morris Park 35 years ago. Its growth has been 
in a direction opposite that of most of the older 
stakes in American racing. At Morris Park and 
until 1908 at Belmont Park it was a six-furlong 
test which attracted top sprinters. After the 
hiatus in New York racing it was renewed at 
seven furlongs in 1914. Two years later it be- 
came a mile race, and in 1933, mirabile dictu, it 
was moved up to a mile and a half. It has made

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distance, and has been won by Dark Secret (1933 
and 1934), Count Arthur, Action, Count Stone, 
*Isolater, and *Sorteado. When Charles S. How- 
ard’s *Sorteado won it last year he set a new 
American record of 2:28%5 for 12 furlongs. 


This year’s renewal of the Manhattan Handicap 
($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 112 miles) on 
September 24, was below that of the last few 
years in the class of the runners, but it was still 
a good race, and there were three heads on: the 
post at the finish. Favorite and topweight by the 
scale was Joseph E. Widener’s *Moscow II (3, 
105), son of the noted French sire of distance 
horses Massine. Second choice was another 
Widener-bred, Mrs. B. F. Whitaker’s Sickle T. 
(107). But it was still another Widener-bred 
horse which got the decision, Townsend B. Mar- 
tin’s Bolingbroke (3, 95), an outsider at $23.40 to 
$1. Sidney Herbert kept Bolingbroke under re- 
straint while *Moscow II and Sickle T. made the 
early pace, with *Mount Vernon II about two 
lengths behind them. Herbert did not move until 
they reached the stretch, then sent him up under 
the whip. *Mount Vernon II moved at the same 
time. As they went up *Moscow II tired and 
dropped out of it, and the other three staged a 
hammer-and-tongs battle down to the finish line. 
The photograph gave Bolingbroke the decision by 
a nose, and *Mount Vernon II was a head in front 
of Sickle T. *Moscow II was a length back in 
fourth place, followed by Robert J. Dienst’s High

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Bolingbroke was foaled March 23, 1937, at Mr. 
Widener’s Elmendorf Farm, Lexington, just 
across the road from the C. V. Whitney farm 
where Equipoise stood. As a 2-year-old he was 
sold to Alfred Vanderbilt, but remained a maiden 
through his first season of racing, which included 
nine starts. In June this year he won three suc- 
cessive races. After he had finished last in the 
Empire City Handicap in July he was sold to 
Townsend B. Martin, under whose colors the 
Manhattan Handicap was his third start. In two 
seasons he has started 18 times, won four races, 
finished third five times, and earned $10,935. He 
is the first stakes winner from the first two crops 
of foals by the famed Equipoise, which died in 
August, 1938. He is the fourth foal and third 
winner from Wayabout, which ran only twice, at 
two, finishing third on one occasion. The earlier 
winners were Lookabout, by *Sickle, and Micro, 
by Haste. Wayabout is a sister to the producers 
First Play (dam of the winner Aftermath) and 
Fire Play (dam of the winners Playsickle, Hose, 
and Four Eleven). *Damaris II also produced 
the winners Marine (Miller Stakes, King Edward 
Gold Cup, Connaught Cup, Saratoga Handicap, 
etc., and sire), Ruthenia (Test Stakes, Tomboy 
Handicap, dam of the winner Integrity and gran- 
dam of the stakes winner Lady Day), Marissa 
(Kegworth Stakes and dam of the Liverpool Cup 
winner Acragas), and Lancastrian, and the pro- 
ducer Mologa. Lesbia won the Champagne Stakes 
and Middle Park Plate and produced the English 
stakes winners Stratford, Torchlight (also dam of 
stakes winners), Passer, and Legend. Lesbia was 
sister to Flair (One Thousand Guineas, Middle 
Park Plate, and grandam of Night Raid, sire of 
*Phar Lap) and half-sister to Lady Lightfoot, 
dam of *Prince Palatine. 


Misty Isle's Matron Stakes 


Three high-class 2-year-old fillies which have 
been racing in the East, Nasca, Level Best, and 
Tangled, were not eligible for the thirty-fourth 
running of the Matron Stakes ($5,000 added, 2- 
year-old fillies, six furlongs, Widener Course), 
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which closed January 3, 1939. But two top fillies 
which had been racing in the Mid-West made it 
one of the brightest races of the year in this 
division, and one of the most impressive from the 
stop-watch point of view. 

Joseph E. Widener’s Misty Isle was a 21-10 
favorite in the field of 12 which paraded up the 
sloppy Widener Course in the cold rain for the 
Matron Stakes on September 25. Held at only 
slightly longer odds was the Woolfard Farm entry 
of Unquote and Silvestra, both daughters of Insco. 
These three came out of the gate on top and set 
off at a sizzling pace in the teeth of a raw wind 
which swept up the track. Don Meade sent Un- 
quote into the lead, but Wayne Wright kept Misty 
Isle at her throatlatch until they had passed the 
eighth-pole. Then Wright roused the daughter of 
*Sickle for her best effort, and, giving everything 
she had, Misty Isle drew ahead of Unquote to win 
by a neck in the fastest time in the history of the 
stakes. Su.lvestra, which had dropped behind Hal 
Price Headley’s Pelisse and Brookmeade Stable’s 
Pomayya in the first quarter, came strongly at 
the end to finish third, three lengths behind her 
stablemate and about two lengths ahead of Pom- 
ayya. The others in order were Pelisse, Daring 
Lady, Admiralette, War Hazard, Frontier Model, 
Devii’s Girl, Sister Union, and Offshoot. Misty 
Isle carried 119 pounds, War Hazard 112, Offshoot 
110, each of the others 115. Time, 1:10%s, track 
sloppy. Stakes division, $15,710, $1,500, $750, 
$325. Breeders’ awards, Joseph E. Widener $800, 
Herbert M. Woolf $400 and $200.

Misty Isle, which is Mr. Widener’s first winner 
of the Matron Stakes, has a record of exceptional 
consistency. She has started 12 times, has won 
six races, finished four times second, and twice 
third, earning $34,885, which is more than any 
other 2-year-old filly has won this year. She has 
won the Lafayette, Hyde Park, and Matron 
Stakes, finished second in the Dover, Viscaya, and 
Arlington Lassie Stakes, and Babylon Handicap 
(behind King Cole), and third in the Debutante 
Stakes at Churchill Downs. Family particulars

Mioland's Stumble Roman's Gain 


On September 26 Joseph E. Widener’s stable 
scored its second stakes victory in two days at 
Belmont Park, when Roman (121) easily won the 
seventy-first running of the Jerome Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds, one mile). Favorite 
in the five-horse field which went to the post for 
the Jerome, which ranks with the oldest stakes 
fixtures in the United States, was Charles S. Mow- 
ard’s American Derby winner Mioland (125). But 
Mr. Howard’s luck failed to hold this time. Mio- 
land stumbled immediately after leaving the 
starting gate and lost his rider, R. L. Vedder. 
When Vedder, unhurt, came back to the stands 
he stated that A. J. Sackett’s Tola Rose (116) had 
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bumped him slightly as they came out of the gate, 
causing Mioland to trip. With Mioland out of the 
way, Roman was not troubled at any stage of the 
race. Wayne Wright simply rated him in front 
all the way, took him under the wire two lengths 
ahead of W. B. Simpson’s Weigh Anchor (112), 
which had moved up on the stretch turn to dis- 
place Tola Rose in second place. He was a neck 
ahead of the Sackett colt at the end. Milky Way 
Farm’s Chatted (104) was four lengths back, 
fourth and last of those to finish. Time, :2345, 
24745, 1:1135, 1:371;, track fast.

Broad Hollow Steeplechase 


Among the eight horses which went to the post 
September 27 for the twenty-sixth running of the 
Bread Hollow Steeplechase Handicap ($2,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, two miles) at Belmont 
Park, the second longest price, nearly 15 to 1, 
was laid against Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark's In- 
vader (130) in the totalizator. Invader had made 
his steeplechasing debut at Saratoga on August 
8, finishing third to Deanslaw and Bay Dean, and 
had not started since. But in the Broad Ho!low, 
ridden by J. McGovern, he lay close to the pace 
of Mrs. Arthur White’s Bay Dean (151), out- 
feught Mrs. Gwladys Whitney’s Gay Charles 
(165) after clearing the last jump, and won by a 
length. Gay Charles was second, a length ahead 
of Rokeby Stable’s Good Chance (153), which was 
better than seven lengths ahead of Bay Dean at 
the finish. Deanslaw (162) and Susquehanock 
(136) were the others to finish, *Notley (145) 
having lost his rider and Hants (136) having left 
the course early in the race.

Our Boots Wins the Futurity 


Among the yearlings consigned to last year's 
Saratoga sales by Lexington’s Coldstream Stud 
was a bay colt by *Bull Dog out of *Maid of 
Arches, whose first foal he was. He was a very 
well made youngster, but not quite as “clean” as 
some of the others, and a little less on the showy 
side. ‘He'll be one of the bargains of the sale,” 
commented Coldstream’s manager, Charles A. 
Kenney, to the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE as the 
latter marked the colt down on his scorecard as 
a “probable stakes winner.” 


At Saratoga the colt went to Royce G. Martin’s 
Woodvale Farm for $3,500. By the next spring 
Trainer Cliff Porter knew he had an extraordi- 
nary colt in his care. “I never handled one like 


this before,” he said during the Keeneland spring © 


meeting. “I’m going to take my time with him.” 

It was June before Porter had the colt, named 
Our Boots after a bulldog owned by Mr. Martin, 
under silks. His first start was June 12, in a 
maiden race at Aqueduct. Our Boots went to the 
front, won easily by four lengths from Good 
Turn, with Poppadeets in third place. So Porter 
began pointing the colt for the Arlington Fu- 
turity. On July 23 at Arlington Park he started 
Our Boots in a 51!9-furlong race as a preliminary 
to the Arlington Futurity. But in the racé he 
bucked his shins, finished third to Swell Chance 
and Swain, the latter of which later won the big 
Arlington Park 2-year-old race. 

It was September 24 before Our Boots was in 
a starting gate with colors up again. In the 
meantime Cliff Porter had resigned and Our Boots 
had come under the hand of the veteran Steve 
Judge, one of the solid old-timers of the training 
ranks. In the meantime, also, the 2-year-old 
situation had been pretty well boiled down, until 
Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway, Ogden Phipps’ King 
Cole, Alfred Vanderbilt’s New World, and Mrs. 
Parker Corning’s Attention appeared to be the 
leading candidates for the highest honors in this 
division. 

But Our Boots’ race at Belmont Park Septem- 
ber 24, four days before the Futurity was to be 
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run, opened the eyes of Eastern handicappers to 
the fact that there was another front-rank pre- 
tender to the throne. Ridden by Carroll Bierman, 
he stepped six furlongs down the Widener Course 
in 1:10%5, to score an easy 314-length victory 
over a field that included New World, Whirlaway, 
and some other good ones. 


When Our Boots came to the starting gate for 
the fifty-first running of the Futurity Stakes at 
Belmont Park Saturday, September 28, the odds 
against him were slightly better than 6 to 1, with 
good reason. Included in the field of 14 were not 
only the top colts of the metropolitan New York 
circuit, Whirlaway, King Cole, New World, and 
Attention, but also the Arlington Futurity win- 
ner Swain, the Washington Park Futurity win- 
ner Porter’s Cap, and the New England Futurity 
winner Bushwhacker. If Our Boots could score 
a clean-cut victory over this field, there ought not 
to be much doubt left as to which equine head 
should be made uneasy by possession of the 2- 
year-old crown. 

The 13 colts and one filly (Laatokka) came out 
of the gate in true alignment. Raymond Work- 
man, riding what he had said would be his last 
race, sent New World to the front quickly. King 
Cole was close upon him, and Mettlesome was al- 
most alongside King Cole. Whirlaway, as usual, 
got into early trouble and was shuffled back 
slightly. As they reached the intersection of the 
Widener Course and the turn of the main track 
Mettlesome had a narrow lead over New World, 
but then the High Strung colt shortened stride a 
trifle and left New World in front, with King Cole 
lapped on him. Whirlaway was making up 
ground on the leaders, and Eddie Arcaro had Our 
Boots under a snug hold a few lengths back of 
the leaders. 

At the eighth-pole the race was proceeding 
most formfully, with New World, King Cole, and 
Whirlaway heads apart, and Our Boots only a 
half-length farther back. New World yielded 
ground slightly and left King Cole in the lead, 
but Whirlaway was now challenging strongly. 
Ordinarily Whirlaway has put in his best blows 
at the end of his races, but this time he cracked, 
and King Cole put him away near the sixteenth 
pole. But Arcaro was now driving Our Boots, 
and the *Bull Dog colt had all that was needed. 
He stepped by King Cole, went on to score by a 
little less than two lengths, with King Cole, 
Whirlaway, and New World following in order. 
With slight modifications for weight differences, 
there was the official ranking of the best 2-year- 
olds—at least, until the next time they meet. Just 
when that would be was not quite clear, but the 
Pimlico Futurity seemed likely to attract several 
of the aspirants for Our Boots’ crown.

OUR BOOTS raced straight and true on the inside 
from the start, responded to severe pressure when 
roused in the final eighth and was drawing away stead- 
ily in the final sixteenth. KING COLE was close to the 
pace from the start, moved up with determination enter- 
ing the final eighth, assumed command in the final six- 
teenth and then started to hang when placed under 
severe pressure in the final drive. WHIRLAWAY was 
away well, was bothered in the early running, but 
moved up when clear, was again blocked nearing the 
final eighth, was steered to the outside and then faltered 
from early efforts at the end.

$62,900 for Whirlaway, which was previously the 
principal money-earner among the 2-year-olds. 


*Maid of Arches, foaled in England in 1932, 
and bred by H. F. Thomas, raced in that country 
at two, winning the Barrow Two-Year-Old Stakes 
and placing in five other races. She was im- 
ported by Mrs. Thomas Somerville (later Mrs. 
Randolph Scott), and in November of her 3-year- 
old year won her first start under the latter's 
colors, in a claiming race at Bowie, in which she 
was entered for $1,500. She ran once more for 
Mrs. Somerville in a claiming race, passed to the 
ownership of Mrs. F. K. Hastings, under whose 
colors she raced unsuccessfully. At four she 
passed into the stable of Philip Bieber, for whom 
she won two claiming races, both on the turf 
course at Hialeah Park, at the beginning of her 
5-year-old season. The mare was so erratic “she 
could not be trained except on the end of a rope,” 
Mr. Bieber recalled. She then went to O. H. Rowe, 
who failed to win with her. After her last race, 
on March 11, 1937, she was purchased by C. B. 
Shaffer and sent to his Coldstream Stud. She was 
shipped to the farm in the same car with St. 
Bernard. Both of them took pneumonia; St. 
Bernard died, and *Maid of Arches apparently 
just missed dying. But she was bred that spring, 
and Our Boots is the result. In 1939 she had a 
colt by Coldstream or *Bull Dog, sold at Saratoga 
this year for $1,500 to Jack Howard for the ac- 
count of himself and D. M. Rhodes, of Chicago. 
This colt, along with others purchased by the 
same combination, is now at Coldstream Stud’s 
training stable. In 1939 and 1940 she was bred 
to Coldstream, but was barren on both occasions. 


*Maid of Arches was one of nine fillies among 
the first 10 foals of Rodomontade, and one of 
Rodomontade’s two winners, the other being 
Crockfords, a filly which won in Ceylon. The 
next dam, Fanfarona, won the 114-mile Ascot 
Highweight Stakes, Bramcote Handicap, etc., and 
also produced the winners Triumph (Goodwood

Cup, Princess of Wales’, Churchill Stakes, and 
sire), Hegemony (Chester Stewards’ Stakes and 
dam of the good stakes winners Hoplite, Lord 
Paramount, and Suzerain), Prattlement (in Bra- 
zil), Fantastical, and Gasconade (sister to Rodo- 
montade; dead heat in Elvaston Stakes and pro- 
ducer in Italy). Florise, the fourth dam, pro- 
duced seven winners and was a half-sister to Lady 
Loverule, dam of St. Amant. Our Boots’ sixth 
dam was the Oaks winner Hippia. 


The Futurity moved Our Boots’ sire, *Bull Dog, 
to second place in the list of leading sires, just be- 
hind his full brother, *Sir Gallahad III. 


For Jockey Eddie Arcaro Our Boots provided 
his first Futurity winner, but Arcaro had already 
scored most of the triumphs open to American 
jockeys. For Owner Royce G. Martin the Futurity 
victory marked a new high. Mr. Martin, whose 
professional reputation is that he is a great sales- 
man, is head of the Auto-Lite company, with of- 
fices in Toledo. Years ago he was interested in 
racing and was a bookmaker in the days of the 
Juarez track. But his most serious venture as an 
owner began about five years ago. In the spring 
of 1936 he purchased John T. Ireland’s Woodvale 
Farm in Bourbon County, Kentucky, and estab- 
lished a small band of broodmares there. The 
— of the horses in his stable now are home- 

red. 

For Trainer Steve Judge, too, the Futurity was 
the high point of a long career. Mr. Judge, once 
a Colorado placer miner, is an old-timer from the 
days when racing flourished at Butte and Salt 
Lake City and other western points. One of the 
best animals he trained then was the good mare 
Envy, owned by Ray Egan, who was associated 
with H. I. Miller, owner of the Butte race course. 
He raced in California in the days of the old Bay 
District course. A few years ago he trained for 
Mr. Martin, and for a while he handled some of 
the Louis B. Mayer horses. When Cliff Porter 
left the Martin stable at the end of August, Mr. 
Martin gave the stable back to Mr. Judge. A 
solid, hard-working horseman, whom trainers rec- 
ognize as a good trainer, he has always had good 
horses, but at the end of a half-century of horses 
he has stepped up with a success that dwarfs any- 
thing in his previous record. 
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Fenelon's Gold Cup 


The trouble with weight-for-age races, as 
everybody knows, is that nobody likes to run 
against a champion without an advantage in the 
weights. Thus the twenty-first running of the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up) drew only three starters, the same num- 
ber it had had in each of the last three previous 
renewals. The champion this time was Belair 
Stud’s Fenelon (3, 114), which the previous Mon- 
day had beaten Your Chance (not eligible for the 
Gold Cup) in the Lawrence Realization and had 
thus placed himself definitely at the head of the 
3-year-olds left in training. He went to the post 
at 1 to 5, with only Joseph E. Widener’s Iron 
Shot (3, 114) and Barrington Stable’s Olympus 
(125) there to meet him. Jimmy Stout, on Fene- 
lon, allowed Iron Shot to set the pace for a mile, 
then went to the front and galloped home 10 
lengths ahead of the Widener colt. Olympus was 
another 10 lengths back at the finish. Time, :24%, 
249, 1:1345, 1:40, 2:05%5, 2:31, 2:58, 3:24%, track 
fast.

John Hay Whitney announced in New York last 
week that, in view of the fact that his trainer, 
Jim Healy, wished to give up his position and 
form a stable of his own, and for other reasons, 
he would make a considerable reduction in his 
racing string. The entire lot of Mr. Whitney’s 
horses in the division now being handled by Earl 
Sande would be disposed of, it was also stated by 
Mr. Whitney. 

No further plans as to the sale of his horses 
were announced, but later last week Mr. Whitney 
stated that Duval Headley would be the trainer 
for his reduced racing stable. Young Mr. Head- 
ley will continue to handle a few of the horses 
he now trains for his uncle, Hal Price Headley.

October Activity 


UESDAY, October 8, marks the opening of the 

fall racing season in Kentucky and the begin- 
ning of a series of events which draw hundreds of 
horsemen and thousands of others to the central 
Blue Grass area. The 10-day Keeneland meeting, 
with $800 minimum purses and a sharply in- 
creased average distribution, will be featured by 
two $5,000 added races, the Breeders’ Futurity, 
which will be run on closing day, October 19, and 
the special race designed to attract some of the 
top 2-year-old fillies of the season, set for the first 
Saturday, October 12. How the filly race is go- 
ing to shape up is not yet indicated (nominations 
closed October 1), but the Futurity now is Blue 
Pair against the field. Trainer C. C. VanMeter 
has Blue Pair in top condition for the race and is 
quietly daring owners of other top 2-year-olds to 
come and beat him. Our Boots, winner of the 
Futurity at Belmont Park, Whirlaway, Bush- 
whacker, Attention, Swain, and 20 others are 
among the eligibles. 

The annual testimonial dinner of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, honoring Warren Wright, 
owner of Calumet Farm, will be held Thursday 
night, October 10, at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexing- 
ton, and a capacity crowd is expected. Only 320 
persons can be accommodated, it has been an- 
nounced by Thomas Carr Piatt, president of the 
club. 

The Fasig-Tipton Company’s series of sales in 
its Lexington paddocks wil open Monday, October 
14, and will continue through five days, with about 
525 horses catalogued. There will be a larger 
than usual offering of yearlings in this sale, it is 
understood. Catalogues are expected to be ready 
for distribution before the week is out. 

The Keeneland meeting as usual will conflict 
with that at River Downs, at nearby Cincinnati. 
The River Downs meeting opens October 8, runs 
through October 31. After the close at Keene- 
land the Kentucky fall season will be concluded 
with an 11-day meeting at Churchill Downs, open- 
ing October 22, closing November 2. 


Thoroughbred Club Dinner 


Top of the social season which parallels the fall 
racing and sales season in Kentucky is the annual 
testimonial dinner of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America. The ninth in this series of dinners, 
which began in 1932 with a dinner honoring Col. 
E. R. Bradley, will be held on the evening of 
Thursday, October 10, at the Lafayette Hotel, 
Lexington. 

Warren Wright, owner of Calumet Farm, one of 
the show places of the Blue Grass, and formerly 
one of the leaders in the rehabilitation of Arling- 
ton Park, is the guest of honor this year. He 
and Gov. Keen Johnson of Kentucky will be the 
only speakers on the program, it has been an- 
nounced. Thomas R. Underwood will preside as 
master of ceremonies. 

A capacity crowd is expected for the dinner, 
and only 320 plates will be sold. Women may at- 
tend the dinner, for the second time since the 
series was inaugurated. Former guests of honor 
who have signified their intention to be present 
are Senator Johnson N. Camden, William Wood- 
ward, and Samuel D. Riddle. Reservations may

Woodbine Park 


HE fall meeting at Woodbine Park, Toronto's 

top race course, came to a close last Satur- 
day, September 28, with a good eight-race pro- 
gram. Principal feature witnessed by the crowd 
of perhaps 18,000 was the fiftieth Breeders’ 
Stakes, in which J. R. McIntyre’s Hood ran an 
exceptional race to go from last place to first in 
the latter half of the distance. 

Two other honored fixtures of Canadian racing 
were on the program, but neither was technically 
under stakes conditions. The Ontario Jockey Club 
Cup, a $1,200 added handicap at 11 miles, fell to 
Mrs. M. Fishman’s High Honors, a 4-year-old 
chestnut gelding by Jack High out of Chicmonde, 
by *Chicle. The Durham Cup, $1,200 added, at 
1%, miles, was won by Harry Giddings’ Sea Gen- 
eral, 4-year-old gelding by Marine out of the for- 
mer good race mare Calm, by St. James. 

Racing in Eastern Canada has two seven-day 
meetings left, at Long Branch and Dufferin Park, 
the latter closing the season on October 19. 


Maple Leaf Stakes 


The forty-seventh running of the Maple Leaf 
Stakes ($2,000 added, 3- and 4-year-old fillies 
foaled and owned in Canada, 114, miles) was the 
feature of Woodbine Park’s program of Monday, 
September 23. A field of 12 went to the post, and 
the favorite, at 2 to 1, was Parkwood Stable’s 
Ffafryn (3, 108 including four pounds over- 
weight). But Ffafryn was shuffled back on the 
first turn, and though she recovered and finished 
well she never gained a place among the leaders. 
Second choice was D. Garrity’s entry of Katie 
Bud (3, 111) and Donedna (120), and third in 
demand among the bettors was Koracan (3, 115), 
owned by J. E. Smallman’s Medway Stable. The 
second and third choices made most of the race 
after the early pacemakers had been disposed of. 
Katie Bud went into the lead after the first 
quarter-mile. At that point her stablemate and 
Koracan were both well back in the field, but they 
moved up steadily and by the time the field turned 
into the stretch were closest in pursuit of the 
pacemaker. Katie Bud went on stoutly, but Kora- 
can, under a stout ride by C. McTague, went past 
her, then stood off the strong closing challenge of 
Donedna to win by a neck. Katie Bud was third, 
a length behind Donedna and a length ahead of 
Mrs. R. H. New’s Timely Flight (3, 111).

These were all the foals of *Escarpolette. *Balan- 
coire II won Prix La Fleche and produced six 
winners, including Swingalong, Swinging (dam of 
Equipoise), Blondin, and Distraction. 


Hood's Excellent Race 


The fiftieth running of the Breeders’ Stakes 
($4,000 added, 3-year-olds, foaled and owned in 
Canada, 114, miles), on the closing day at Wood- 
bine Park, September 28, attracted a field of 10, 
including several of the best 3-year-olds in Can- 
ada.

Mahmoud for the United States 


N Associated Press story which came out of 

London under date of September 30 an- 
nounced that the Aga Khan had sold his Derby 
winner Mahmoud to an American syndicate for 
$84,000. Included in the syndicate, the story said, 
were “members of the Vanderbilt and Chrysler 
families.” 

It appears to be a fact that Mahmoud has been 
sold to an American syndicate, but from Eastern 
sources THE BLOOD-HORSE learns that Alfred Van- 
derbilt had no connection with the purchase. And 
as yet there is no confirmation of any sort that 
Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., is included in the syndi- 
cate— if there is a syndicate. Thus, as was the 
case of *Bahram a few weeks ago, the story of 
Mahmoud’s purchase remains to be written. It is 
our impression, from negative evidence, that he 
probably is to stand in Kentucky. 

Mahmoud is a grey horse, foaled in 1933, by 
*Blenheim II out of Mah Mahal, by Gainsbor- 
ough, second dam the high-class speedster Mum- 
taz Mahal, by The Tetrarch, third dam the good 
mare Lady Josephine, by Sundridge out of 
Americus Girl, by the American-bred Americus.

HUNTS RACING 
Meadow Brook Cup 


HE forty-second running of the Meadow Brook 
Cup, renewed annually over the estate of F. 
Ambrose Clark at Westbury, Long Island, and run 
this year on September 28, brought a new star 
into the list of hunts performers in the East. The 
winner was Paul G. Daly’s 11-year-old gelding 
Mansfield Park, which prior to this season had 
never been in competition but had been used only 
as a hunter. Mansfield Park, by *Desmond Dale 
—-Simplex, by *Wrack, outran William J. Cloth- 
ier’s Henchman, the favorite, in a stirring drive at 
the end of the 3'2-mile timber race to win by a 
half a length. Arthur J. Meig’s Miltiades was 
third. Also in the field were Sir Romeo, Bung- 
town, Coq Noir, Seafarin Dan, and *Faction 
Fighter. The latter, owned by the Rokeby Stable 
of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Mellon, and one of the best 
timber horses in the country, stumbled at a fence 
on the first turn, broke a leg, and had to be de- 
stroyed. 

Mansfield Park was ridden by Henry W. Frost, 
Jr., who had also trained him. Mansfield Park’s 
only previous victory was in the Whitemarsh Cup 
in Pennsylvania. 

In the Hayes Memorial Steeplechase Handicap, 
which followed the Meadow Brook Cup, Mrs. Louis 
A. Park’s *Crooked Wood led all the way and won 
easily, with Whitelaw Reid’s Bagpipe second and 
Harold E. Talbott’s Big Rebel third. *Crooked 
Wood, an 8-year-old gelding, by Drinmore—Luch, 
by Louvois, has now won two of his four starts 
in hunts meetings this year and finished second in 
the other two.

IV. (In foal to DR. FREELAND.) This mare won an allowance race. She never ran in a 
claiming race. She is sister to the stakes winner PALMA, three-fourths sister to the stakes 
winner BLACK DEVIL, and sister to the English winner GOLDEN FOX. Her female line is 
one of the best in the stud book and has produced in recent years JOHNSTOWN, JACOLA, 
OMAHA, FLARES, THE SCOUT, etc., as well as many crack horses in Europe and South 
America. Closest mares in her sire’s pedigree are the peerless broodmares MARGUERITE 
and PLUCKY LIEGE. Her first foal is now a yearling. This mare is an exceptionally good 
individual. 

DARKLING (1930), by MACAW out of BEAMING, by WHISK BROOM II. (In foal to 
DR. FREELAND.) This mare won 24 races. She is sister to the stakes winner BRIGHT 
PLUMAGE and half-sister to the stakes winners HIGH GLEE, BLACK LOOK, and CHOR- 
TLE. DARKLING’S second dam is MASDA, sister to MAN O’ WAR. All DARKLING’S 
dams consistently produced stakes winners. DARKLING’S sire, MACAW, is full brother to 
the great broodmare PRUDERY. Since VICTORIAN was by WHISK BROOM II out of 
PRUDERY, DARKLING is a cross of the blood of VICTORIAN and MAN O’ WAR. She is 
a good individual but is a cribber. She raced up to eight years and is now in foal for the 
first time. 


Two Good Yearlings 


Bay colt by BLENHEIM (Am.) OUR PATTY, by BROWN BUD. This colt’s dam won 
seven races at two and three and is half-sister to the champion filly DAMAGED GOODS. 
It is the great PARRAFIN family. All the dams produced stakes winners. This is OUR 
PATTY’S first foal. BLENHEIM sired only two 1940 2-year-old colts, one of which is the 
crack BLENSIGN. 

Chestnut Filly by *BRIGHT KNIGHT out of LADY FANSHAWE (a winner), by 
*LIGHT BRIGADE. (Bred like FAIR KNIGHTESS.) This filly is half-sister to four win- 
ners (MISTY EYE, TOPEE, LADY BUCK winners in 1940.) This yearling’s second dam is 
third dam of LITTLE BEANS. SICKLE T. also comes of this female line. Since *BRIGHT 
KNIGHT was by the Triple Crown winner GAY CRUSADER out of the Oaks winner 
*SUNNY JANE, this filly is not only a top racing prospect but should make an excellent 
broodmare.
